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DRAFT POLICY 
EXPLAINED 


Selective Service Director 
Curtis W, Tarr has extended 
to midnight, December 31, 
1970, the deadline for men 
wishing to drop deferments 
and be reclassified into 1-A 
status. 

- This new policy, originally 
announced by Tarr on Octo- 
ber 26, 1970, is of particular 
interest to college students 
who have 2-S deferments and 
1970 draft lottery numbers 
above 195. 

The latest policy statement 
was issued because various 
local boards were scheduling 
their last meetings of the 
year at different times. By 
defining a specific deadline, 
Mr. Tarr said the new policy 
“allows all registrants an equal 
amount of time to take ad- 
vantage of the reclassification 
offer.” 

Reclassification at this time 
will result in the applicant 
being placed in a second pri- 
ority group effective Janu- 
ary 1, 1971, subject to call 
only in a national emergency.

JORDANIAN CONTRASTS XMAS 


Mohammad Kamal Hazem 
- Wajih is from Amman, Jor- 
dan. Currently on his second 
trip to the United States, 
Asked for a statement, in 
his own words, of his im- 
pressions of the United States 
and its people, Mr. Wajih said: 
“I have some difficulty 
with the language, food and 
customs. I like the beauty 
of the country and the peo- 
ple. I don’t like the way of 
life. Americans rush all the 
time for money and are not 
too friendly about it. 
“Requirements for permis- 
sion to come to the United 
States are many and varied. 
Good grades and parents with 
a certain amount of money 
are high on the list when 
applying for a visa. 
“There is a difference in 
yuletide celebrations. In Jor- 
dan, Christmas is celebrated 
by Christians. Streets and 
windows are decorated just 
as in the United States. The 
Moslems celebrate, December 
lst which is the second day 
of the Islamic Festival. We 
celebrate by sending greetings 
and visiting. The celebration 
is 3 days long. We serve 


cookies and tea and coffee. 
Alcoholic beverages are ta- 
boo. During the 3-day cele- 
bration we wear only new 
clothing. 

“There are 10 children in 
my family. I am eldest. I have 
5 sisters and 4 brothers. My 
father is a mechanical engi- 
neer and my mother is a 
housewife. 

“Rich people govern my 
country. Those of lesser eco- 
nomical success have no 
chance of expressing them- 
selves. 

“IT am majoring in Elec- 
tronics. Upon completing my 
schooling, I plan to return 
to Jordan and use my skill 
for the benefit of my country. 

“Schools are very crowded. 
Two shifts of classes are held. 
Although Palestinian refugees 
are welcome, there is really 
not enough class room. 

“I would like to contri- 
bute in-some manner to the 
development of peace in our 
area. Jordan is a very rich 
land with vast amounts of 
oil’ and gold, A new genera- 
tion is all that is needed to 
develop the land. 

“I plan to go to Mexico 
during the Christmas holidays 
and to visit Guatamala. I 
will make the tour in my 
VW with some of my friends. 

“There are no conflicts 
between religions in Jordan.” 

Mr. Wajih is vice president 
of the Arab American Club 
and is a member of the Inter- 
national Club. His hobbies 
include photography, stamp 
collecting and taping US mu- 
sic. He likes the rock beat. 

Jordan has a population 
of 2 million. Fifty per cent 
are farmers. Jordan is fam- 
ous for its religious shrines 
and historical background.
